Under the terms of the agreement 
the company will take oyer the power 
plant immediateiy after ratification 
of the measure by the Legislature, if 
uch is the case, the plant to be first 
subjected to a rigid stocktaking, after 
which it will come under the control 
of the company until the year 1946, 
When the contract expires, if not re- 
newed for another tive years, During 
this time the plant is to be maintain- 
ed as a steam stand-by. The agree- 
iment stipulates that the hydro-elec- 
trie plant of the company is to be in 
operation in 1921, Before this time 
the electric railway between the city 
und the site of the dam 5 
southwes is to be in operation, it 
being understood that the $1,260,000 
which the company agrees to spend 
within twenty months from the 
ratification of the agreement, will 
directed at the construction of this 
electric line. It {= stated. by the com- 
pany'’s officials that this line will be 
uperated by steam until the hydro 
plant is inete"ed, when the system 
will be electrified,

Humanity prompts the hope 
that Premier Skouloudis is not as 
badly scared as recent newspaper 
cuts make him look. 

With an Austrian army on one 
border and a Russian army on 
another Rumania’s neutrality 
should be fairly well assured, 

Mr, Chamberlain, secretary of 
state for India, says there is an 
organization with headquarters 
in New York whose business is 
to propagate rebellion in India. 


That is not news to Canadian 
newspapers, most of which have 
been honored with invitations 


from these mischief makers to 
print a few yards of their litera- 
ture. As there can be little doubt 
that our friend Bernstorff is fin- 
ancing the enterprise Mr. Lan- 
sing might be induced to have a 
few inquiries made, 

The provincial minister of edu- 
cation thinks some of the city 
school boards are begining to 
economize at the wrong end, Per- 
haps so. Economy is one subject 
with which our school boards 
have not had much experience as 
yet, and it is entirely possible 
that in tackling it under pressure 
of circumstances rather than in- 
clination they are making a blun- 
der here and there. However let 
the warning ones beware that 
they do not blight the sprouting 
spirit of retrenchment, in seeking 
to direct it along proper lines. 
*Tis better to retrench most any- 
where than not retrench at all. 

Austria has been threatening 
reprisals if the Serbians ill use 
prisoners of war, Seeing that the 
Nerbians are having to beat it for 
the sea without waiting to take 
prisoners of war or anything else, 
the threat is evidently an excuse 
for what ‘the Austrians have done 
and are proposing to do rather 
than a protest against what the 
Serbians are doing or likely to do. 
Though the world has heard less 
about it, official investigation has 
established that neither the Ger- 
mans in Belgium nor the Turks in 
Armenia were animated by any 
more ardent instinct to butchery 
than the Austrians on their pre- 
vious invasion of Serbia. The 
transparent pretext noted above 
will prepare the world for news 
of more of the same sort of Kul- 
tured achievement on their part.

The reason for requiring a two- 
thirds vote of the burgesses be- 
fore granting a gas or poiver 
franchise ag provided in the 
charter is quite plain.

cant for a franchise has a private 
interest to serve, and therefore 
will take active and _ energetic 
measures to secure the support 
that will serve that interest. The 
voter, who has no priyate inter- 
est to serve, is less likely to exert 
himself in protection of the pub- 
lic right, Given private interest 
on the one hand, and publie right 
on the other, and with a mere ma- 
jority vote, public right would 
lose out every time. It is in ree- 
ognition of this universal econdi- 
tion that the two-thirds vote is 
required as a necessary protec- 
tion of the public right. } 


Sub section 3 of seetion 227 of 


the city charter reads as follows: 
“Every bylaw for— 

(3) ‘Granting to any telephone | 
“syndicate or company, or gas 
‘for electric light or power syndi- 
“cate or company, or street rail- 
‘‘way syndicate or company any 
‘special franchise whether exclu- 
‘sive or not.’’ 

(4) ‘*—shall, in the case of by- 
“laws provided for in elauses 2 
‘‘and 3 hereof, receive the assent 
‘of two-thirds of the burgesses 
“‘voting thereou in accordance 
‘*with the provisions of this act.’’ 

It was under this provision that 
‘he gas franchise required a two 
thirds majority. Surely the pow- 
‘yr franchise properly comes un- 
ler the same provision, if the 
English language ever means 
what it says. 


As the vote of yesterday was 
not taken under the provisions of 
the city charter it conveys no | 
mandate, and whether accepted | 
by the council or not, must be | 
validated by the legislature —be- | 
fore it becomes effective, It is 
lifficult to see how the legislature 
‘an go so) contrary to the prinei- | 
ples, as well as the express terms, 
of the charter, as to hand over a 
city power franchise, exclusive 
for thirty years, without a two- 
thirds vote of the burgesses. The 
requirements of a two-thirds ma- | 
jority was a valuable protection | 
to the city in the case of the gas 
franchise in June last. The city 
is surely entitled the same mea- 
sure of protection in fhe case of | 
the proposed power franchise, | 
Which is not only vastly more inv 
portant in itself, but is for a per 
cod half as long again. If there | 
is ever any purpose in requiring | 
a two-thirds vote of the burgesses | 
it must be before handing the 
city’s property and rights over to 
a private corporation, as is pro- 
posed in the agreement with the 
Power company.

“Tt is said by persons conversant 
with the Lusitania negotiations that 
the Berlin government is seeking to 
unload scme of the moral responsibil- 
ity on Great Britain, It is stated that 
families who have lost members on the 
Lusitania have theen approached by 
emissaries of the German, government 
with a proposition to sign that the 
British are fully as Uable as Germany 
for the killing of American’ passengers 
on the liner. The Germans maintain 
that Great Britain shares the respon-

NORTH EDMONTON

R. C. Church Gutted by Fire— |

The Roman Catholic church at 
North Edmonton was gutted on Satur- 
day evening, by a fire which broke out 
in the basement just before seven 
o'clock. The fire ‘brigade was called, 
and Nos. 1, 5 and 7 responded, but 
when they arrived they found that the 
tire had a firm hold, and they were 
unable to get it under control until 
only the walls were standing. The fire 
which lasted until midnight. is Sup- 
posed to have started by the, explosion 
of a gas tank near the furnace in the 
basement, and the flames afterwards 
enveloped the whole of the edifice 

The church was completed in 1912 
amd was erected by the Franciscan
